_ HEADQUARTERS OF THE JAPANESE 
THIRD ARMY AT “PORT ARTHUR, via 
Tientsih, Jan. 16-—The victorious Japan- 
ese army made its forma) entry into Port 
Arthur Jan. 13. 

Gen. Nogi, in advance, passed hnrough 
the old town with his staff and took his 
stand in the public square in the new town. 

The army was represented by one regi- 
ment from each brigade. . 

The procession, which was. five miles long, 
was'thfee hours passing: the saluting base, 
after which the troops passed out of the 
chty thtough the new town. 

The correspondents then visited the cap- 
tured ‘city for the first time. The old 4own 
bufldings were badly smashed, but In the 
niew town the damage was slight. All the 
shipping in the harbor was practically de- 
molished by shell fire. 

Proposals for the surrender of Port Ar- 
thur were first made Dec. 29 at’a counsel 
of war. Gen. Stoessel was in favor of sur- 
render, but some of his general officers 
were bitterly opposed to it. The regi- 
mental officers and the troops were not 


consulted.

A news telegram received. Monday by the 
Post-Dispatch from Washington says the 
United States Supreme Court has reversed 
the decision of the United States District 
Court in 8t. Louis in the case of United 
States Senator Joseph It. Burton of Kan- 
sas, convicted of using his official influ- 
ence to prevent the issuance of a fraud 
order against the Rialto Grain and Se- 
curities Co. 

The casesjs remanded for a nes trial, 
which will be held before the same court 
in which he was convicted and sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment in Iron» 
County jail. 

The judgment of the district court was 
reversed on the finding of the Supreme 
Court that the money which Senator Rur- 
ton received from the Rialto company was 
not paid in St. Louis, as alleged in some 
of the counts of the indictment, but in 
Washington. 

United Statcs District Attorney Dyer says 
this will not seriously operate against the 
prosecution in the new trial, as he says 
there is evidence to show that some of the 
money was paid in St. Louis.

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COMMISSION ASKS 
TROLLEY CONTROL 


Railroad and Warehouse. Body 
Condemns Grade Crossings in 
Message to Legislature. 


By a Staff Corréspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 16.—The 
board of railroad and warehouse commis- 
sioners sent in a communication to the 
Ilouse and Senate today asking that the 
bourd be empowered to supervise street 
as well as steam railroads. 

Other recommendations 
follows: 

“The enactment of a railroad grade cross- 
ing law, making it unlawful in this state 
for any steam railroad. hereatter. to ¢ 
another at grade. This commission ‘shold 
be empowered to @equire all railroads 
which now cross each other at grade to 
put in an interlocker to prevent collis- 
sions, where, in the opinion of the com- 
mission, the crossing is a dangerous one. 

“The commisson should also be autho- 
rized to require railroads to furnish the 
public suitable depot facilities and train 
service at stations along the lines of rail- 
ways in this state. 

“The commission should be given author- 
ity, under certain restrictions, to order the 
use of the block system on all railroads 
within the state. 

“Tie shipments of hay 
matKets in this state have 
mous proportiong without

therefore, we recommend the enactment of 
such legislation as will provide for an in- 
spection vf hey by the estate grain depart- 
ment, supervised. by this commission.”
